GRIEVANCE PROCEDURE 


A. Def j nitions 

-1. A "grievance" is a claim by a teacher or the Association 
based upon the interpretation, application, or violation 
of this agreement, policies or administrative decisions 
affecting a teacher or a group of teachers. 

2. An "aggrieved person" is the person or persons making the 
claim. 

3. A "party in interest" is the person or persons making the 
claim and any person, including the Association or the 
Board, who might be required to take action or against 
whom action might be taken in order to resolve the claim. 

6. Purpose 

The purpose of this procedure is to assure, at the lowest 
possible level, equitable solutions to the problems, which may 
from time to time arise affecting teachers. Both parties agree 
that these proceedings wi11 be kept as informal and confidential 
as may be appropriate at any level of the procedure. 

C. Rights of Teachers to Representation 

1. Any aggrieved person may be represented by himself, or, at 
his option, with a representative selected or approved by 
the Association at all stages of the Grievance Procedure. 
The aggrieved party must be present at all stages unless 
his absence, due to illness or emergency situations, is 
acceptable to both the Board and the Association, In this 
case only the designated representative must be present. 

In the case of a grievance affecting a group of teachers, 
only the designated representative<s) must be present. 

Ulhen a teacher is not represented by the Association, the 
Association shall have the right to be present and to 
state its views at all stages of the grievance procedure. 

No reprisals of any kind shall be taken by the Board or by 
any member of the administration against any party in in¬ 
terest, any representative of any member of the Committee 
or the Association, or any other participant in the griev¬ 
ance procedure by reason of such participation.

COACHES 

Oetinition ot coaching: Coaching shall be de-fined as an extra 
curricular activity that meets at least two times per week -for 
a period o*f not less than -five weeks. AIT such extracurric¬ 
ular activities shall be sports oriented. Coaches shall be 
appointed by the Chie-f School Administrator, 

Total compensation -for coaching gymnastics -for the 1987-88 
contract year shall be *650.00, The gymnastics coach shall 
receive ^400.00, and the assistant coach ^250.00. Beginning 
with the 1988-89 contract year, total compensation shall be 
$850.00, of which the coach shall receive $500.00, and the 
assistant coach $350.00. Coaches shall be paid the full 
amount at the completion of the season, which shall consist 
of a minimum of 16 sessions. 

Total compensation for coaching intramural sports shall be 
$900.00. Maximum payment for each intramural activity shall 
be $150.00 per coach, with a maximum of two coaches.

Any 
sta‘f‘f member, as de-fined In Article 1, Paragraph A, entitled 
and designated by the Association, shall receive that day's 
salary -from the sick bank, only a-fter all yearly and accumu¬ 
lated sick leave, under Pararaph A of this section, has been 
exhausted. 


ARTICLE X 


TEMPORARY LEAVES OF ABSENCES 

As o-f the beginning of the 1987-88, 1988-89, and 1989-90 school 

years, teachers shall be entitled to the following temporary 
non-accumu1 ative leaves of absences with full pay: 

A. Personal Days - two <2> days leave of absence for personal 
legal business, household, or family matters which require 
absence during school hours. All requests for personal 
leave are to be made at least twenty four <24> hours in 
advance to the Chief School Administrator except in the 
case of an emergency. Applicants for such leave shall not 
be required to state reasons for taking such leave, other 
than he is taking it under this section. Unused Personal 
Days shall be applied to accumulative sick leave. 

B. Emergency Leave - A total of five <5) days per year emer¬ 
gency leave shall be granted when such leave is predicated 
upon: 

1. Illness in the immediate family 

2. Death in the immediate family 

Immediate family means spouse, children, parents, brother, 
sister, grandparents, in-laws of the same relationship, 
and any person who has lived in the home of the instruc¬ 
tor for a period greater than two <2> years. 

C. Time necessary for persons called into temporary active 
duty of any unit of the U.S. Reserves or the State National 
3uard. 


ARTICLE XI 


REP0RT1N3 ABSENCES 

Absences are to be reported before 6:^5 A.M. of the day the 
teacher will be absent, if possible. 

All requests for personal leave are to be made at least 
twenty-four <24) hours in advance to the Chief School 
Administrator. 

Ulhen sick leave is claimed for three <3> consecutive school days 
the Board of Education may require a physician^s certificate. 
This will be filed with the Secretary of the Board of Education in 
order to obtain sick leave. In cases of suspicion of abuse the 
Board of Education may require a physician's certificate for any 
length of absence. This and any required physician's examination 



EXTENDED LEA^^ES OF ABSENCES 
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Military leave without pay shall be granted to any teacher 
who is inducted or enlists in any branch of the armed forces 
of the United States for the period of said induction of ini¬ 
tial enlistment or to the spouse of any teacher who is so in¬ 
ducted or who enlists to Join him for the period of special 
training in preparation for duty overseas in combat zones. 
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2. Maternity leave shall commence on the date requested by the 
teacher. Any teacher granted maternity leave without pay may 
at the employees discretion elect to use twenty < 20 ) days 
prior and/or twenty < 20 > days after the child^s birth, said 
employees sick leave during the period of such absences and 
receive full pay and benefits for the same. Any teacher shall 
upon request be restored to the same teaching position, sub¬ 
ject area and grade level vacated at the commencement of said 
leave, if said position still exists. In addition, maternity 
leave shall not exceed <12) months. However, if for any rea¬ 
son, the maternity leave should cause a disruption of class¬ 
room continuity by said instructor returning to the class as¬ 
signed, an extended leave of up to fifteen <I5) months may be 
granted. This decision shall be left to the discretion of the 
Board of Education and be classified as Child Care Leave. 
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3. a. Upon return from leave granted pursuant to 1 and 2 of this 
article, a teacher shall be considered as if said person 
were actively employed by the Board of Education during 
the leave and shall be placed on the salary schedule at 
the level said person would have achieved if said person 
had not been absent, provided, however, that time spent on 
said leaves shall not count toward the fulfillntent of the 
time requirements for acquiring tenure. 
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3. b. All benefits to which a teacher was entitled at the time 

said personas leave of absence commenced, including unused 
accumulated sick leave, shall be restored to said person 
upon said persons return, and said person shall be assign¬ 
ed to the same position which said person held at the time 
said leave commenced, if available, or, if not, to a sub¬ 
stantially equivalent position.

of Education for the full school year, the Board of Educa¬ 
tion shall make payment of insurance premiums to provide 
insurance coverage for the full twelve <12> month period 
commencing September 1st and ending August 31st, in accord 
ance with policies as established by the insurance carrier 

b. The Board of Education will pay the cost of Lehigh Mai ley 
Blue Cross All Service Plan and Pennsylvania Blue Shield 
Prevailing Fee Plan 100. 

c. A Drug/Prescription Plan for the Association members shall 
be included not to exceed 1 .5X of the total salary package 
for 1987-88, 1988-89, and 1989-90 School Years. 

d. The Board of Education shall provide to each teacher a 
description of the health care insurance coverage provided 
under this Article, no later than the beginning of the 
1987-88, 1988-89, and 1989-90 school years, which shall 
include a clear description of conditions and limits of 
coverage as listed above. 

e. A Dental Plan for the Association members shall be includ¬ 
ed not to exceed 2.0/< of the total salary package for 
1987-88, 1988-89, and 1989-90 School Years. 


ARTICLE XV 


USE OF SCHOOL BUILDING 

32. *rhe Association and representatives of the Unit shall have the 

33 . right to use school buildings, with permission of the Chief School 

34 . Administrator. Twenty-four <24) hour notification is required.

ARTICLE XL^I 


SCHOOL CALENDAR 

1. A committee of three (3> members of the Association shall be

5. shall occur on or before Ma>' 1st or fifteen (15) days before Board

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MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS 

1. This agreement constitutes the conditions of and terms of 
employment for those persons covered under this agreement and 
the Board of Education shall carry out the commitments con¬ 
tained herein and give them full force and effect during the 
duration of said agreement. 

2. If any provision on this agreement or any application of this 
agreement to any employee or group of employees is held to be 
contrary to law, then, such provision or application shall not 
be deemed valid and subsisting, except to the extent permitted 
by law, but all other provisions or applications shall con- 

tinue in full force. 

3. Any individual contract between the Board of Education and an 
individual teacher, heretofore or hereafter executed, shall be 
subject to and consistent with the terms and conditions of 
this agreement. If an individual contract contains any lang- 
guage inconsistent with the agreement, this agreement, during 
its duration shall be controlling. 

4. The Board of Education and the Association agree that there 
shall be no discrimination, and of that all practices, pro¬ 
cedures, and policies of the school system shall clearly 
exemplify that there is no discrimination in the hiring, 
training, assignment, promotion, transfer, or discipline of 
teachers in the application or administration of this agree¬ 
ment on the basis of race, creed, color, religion, national 
origin, sex, domicile, or material status. 

5. Copies of this agreement shall be printed at the expense of 
the Board of Education within thirty (30) days after the 
agreement is signed and presented to all teachers now employ¬ 
ed, hereafter, employer, or considered for employment by the 
Board of Education. 

6. Whenever any notice is required to be given by either of the 
parties to this agreement to the other, pursuant to the pro¬ 
visions of this agreement, either party shall do so by tele¬ 
gram or registered letter at the following address:

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DURATION OF AGREEMENT 

1. Article L*] 1 , Schedule A o-f this agreement shall be e-f-fective 
as o-f September 1, 1987 and shall continue in e-f-fect through 
June 30, 1990. All other Articles and their content in this 
agreement shall be effective as of September 1, 1987 and shall 
continue in effect through June 30, 1990 subject to the Asso- 
ciation^s right to negotiate over a successor agreement as 
provided in Article II. This agreement shall not be extended 
orall/, and it is express)/ understood that it shall expire on 
the date indicated, unless it is extended in Mriting. 

2. This agreement incorporates and finalizes all the areas of 
negotiation heretofore discussed between the parties hereto 
and contains the complete and final understanding between the 
said parties as to this negotiated contract.
